Sacramento State College has

| serve as a sponsor for the Second 
| Model U.N. to be held at the Uni- 
| seo of Southern California cn 

April 3, 4 and 5, 1952. 
| Last year, a similar meeting was 
held on the campus at Stanford 
University and proved an outstand- 
| ing success. Some fifteen students 
end faculty members represented 
| this college and were very enthus- 
iastic about their experience. 
Information has already come to 
me indicating that a dozen or more 
of our students are considering the 
possibility of attending the Second 
Model U. N. next April. This must 
be a source of considerable satis- 
| faction to all of us. In these times 
of world stress and turmoil, a spe- 
| cial responsibility rests upon edu- 
cated men and women to exert more 
active leadership in world affairs. 
We must utilize not only our best 
brains but also any other resources

faced today. 
One of the most powerful of 
| these resources—if not the most 
powerful—is the United Nations.

Moslem Speaker 
Addresses Colleges 


Dr. Abdul Hakim, Moslem teach- 
ler of philosophy and graduate of 
| Heidelburg University, spoke last 

Tuesday at a joint state and junior 
college assembly. His topic was 
“Islamic Culture.” 

Dr. Hakim is a member of the 
staff of Osmania University and 
has done research work for many 
different universities.

He told students and faculty 
present that Pakistan has a popu- 
lation of 75,000,000 and is the fifth 
largest state in the world.

Mozart’s Quintet for Clarinet and 
Strings will be played by Dr. Fred- 
erick Westphal, professor of music, 
clarinet, and the Faculty String 
Quartet, comprised of James Adair, 
associate professor of music, and 
Mrs. Hinda Westphal, violins; Mil- 
dred Springer, assistant, viola; Ce- 
sare Claudio, assistant, cello. 

Cesare Claudio and Sharon Car- 
rott will play a Sonata for cello | 
and piano by Brahms. 

Program Notes 

The Sonata in G minor was writ- 
ten by J. S. Bach for clavier and 
viola di gamba and was trans- 
cribed for euphonium by Mr. Land- 
es, for this performance. The eu- 
phonium belongs to the tuba family 
and is characterized by a heavy, 
ponderous tone. 


The Quintet for Clarinet and 
Strings was written by Mozart in 
1789 after he had reached full ma- 
turity. It was writen for Stadler, 
the clarinetist, a friend of Mozart’s. 
The low range of the clarinet is ex- 
ploited and its rich character is dis- 
played in typical Mozartean canta- 
bile style. This work is of historical 
importance as it represents an ad- 
vance toward romanticism. 

Brahms Sonata for Cello and 
Piano, Opus 38, was begun in 1862, 
but the final movement was not 
completed until 1866. 

The cello predominates in the 
first two movements which are 
chiefly lyrical in style. The final 
movement is written in the form 
of a fugue in which the pianoforte 
part is by far the more brilliant. 

It has been said that the entire 
work is an act of homage to J. S. 
Bach, because the main theme of 
the first movement is closely ze- 
lated to the Contrapunctus 3 from 
Bach’s Art of Fugue, while the 
fugato theme in the finale is simi- 
lar to the Contrapunctus 13 from 
the same work. 

This sonata is truly representa- 
tive of Brahm’s styie, in which ro- 
mantic feeling and structural per- 
fection are closely balanced.

Now In 4th Week 


Sixty senior students are now 
participating in the practicum 
stage of a new and unusual three- 
phase plan inaugurated this year 
at Sacramento State for the more 
efficient training of teachers in the 
elementary field. 

During the practicum phase of 
five weeks, the students in labora- 
tory participation learn by doing 
and follow actual classroom pro- 
cedures preliminary to student 
teaching. They engage in exper- 
iences of initiating and guiding 
learning units, developing lesson 
plans, teaching before members of 
the group, planning and utilizing 
audio-visual materials, and evaluat- 
ing instructional competencies. 

Dr. Leila Ormsby, Dr. Henry 
Fea, and Miss Ida Morrison are 
faculty members under whose guid- 
ance this program is being con- 
ducted. 

This phase of teacher training 
will be followed by ten weeks of 
supervised teaching in cooperating 
schools and will culminate in a two 
week period of seminar. This final 
phase will be devoted to critica! 
analysis of the student’s total ex- 
perience during the semester of 
professional concentration.

Offers TV Courses 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. (1. P.) 
—Bay Area citizens are now able 
to take a University of California 
Extension course on child psychol- 
ogy without leaving their television 
sets. This educational innovation 
marks the launching, over KRON- 
TV, of the first course for credit 
to be given by television on the 
West Coast. 

It will be taught by Dr. Mary 
Cover Jones, lecturer in psychology 
and research associate in the Uni- 
versity’s Institute of Child Wel- 
fare, each Tuesday and Thursday, 
from 10:45 to 11:00 a.m., for 13 
weeks. Mrs. Jones will be joined 
on a number of programs by her 
husband, Dr. Harold E. Jones, prof- 
essor of psychology and director of 
the Institute of Child Welfare, and 
by other University faculty mem- 
bers and state and local experts in 
the field of child care and develop- 
ment. 

“Several universities, including 
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the University of Utah and West- 
ern Reserve University, are now 
offering courses for credit over 
television,” according to David 
Kasavan of the University radio 
staff, who produces the new pro- 
gram. “In addition, quite a lot 
along educational lines has been 
done by the armed forces. The Uni- 
versity of California will have the 
benefit of their experience.” 


The subject of child psychology 
was chosen for this first venture 
because of its importance and its 
wide appeal. One challenge pre- 
sented by the subject matter of the 
“telecourse” will be the job of con- 
veying attitudes — an important 
part of child psychology — along 
with the factual information that 
has been learned about child de- 
velopment. 

Persons taking the course for 
credit may enroll for either one 
unit or three. The three-unit course 
will include longer assignments, 
more supplementary reading, and a 
more comprehensive final examina- 
tion.
